Seen Before He Jumped. 

Medlen, who was 40 years old, 
registered at the hotel late yester- 
day afternoon and was assigned to 
a room on the seventh floor over- 
looking Eighteenth street. Police 
found a screen had been removed 
from one of the windows as though 
he had intended to jump from it 
but had reconsidered on noting pe- 
destrians. 

An engineer at the hotel, on the 
roof of the 12-story building mak- 
ing an inspection, observed Medlen 
sitting on the eleventh floor fire es- 
cape. Fearing to startle him by 
shouting, the employe made his way 
to the eleventh floor, but by the 
time he reached the fire escape 
Medlen had jumped. An elevator 
operator recalled taking Medlen 
from the seventh to the eleventh 
floor. 

Text of His Notes. 

The note to the Coroner and po- 
lice, written on hotel stationery, 
stated: “The purpose of this note 
is to clarify the case to you and 
avoid unnecessary investigation. My 
health and financial condition make 
me realize I can’t go on. My niece, 
Mrs. Geraldine Evans, 3849 McRee 
avenue, will take care of the details 
pending the arrival of my wife and 
others. Your consideration will be 
greatly appreciated.” 

To Mrs. Evans he wrote: “Please 
take care of a few details for me. 
Notify Roland McBride and others. 
I have reached the end of my trail 
and this action is taken after much 
and careful deliberation. The cloth- 
ing in my bag at the Claridge will 
be suitable to wear one last time. I 
want only a quiet modest service.” 
After suggesting details concerning 
cemetery lots, the note concluded: 
“I want Esther and the boy to have 
every consideration. With love to 
all, I am your loving uncle, John.” 

$35,000 Disappeared. 

Medlen was sentenced to Leaven- 
worth prison Oct. 10, 1932, after en- 
tering a no contest plea to the 
charge growing out of the disap- 
pearance May 12, 1931, of a $35,000 
package of currency at the bank. 
After an investigation, Department 
of Justice agents announced Med- 
len had faken a $1000 bond and he 
was charged with its theft. 

Pleading for -leniency, Medlen 
told Federal Judge Davis he had no 
criminal intent and denied the bank 
had suffered any loss because of 
him. He charged other bank offi- 
cers with antagonism toward him. 

Judge Davis replied that a per- 
sonal investigation by the Court 
showed that while losses were sus- 
tained which the cashier had noth- 
ing to do with, there also was a 
shortage in his accounts for which 
he was personally responsible.

Action by Employers on Settlement 
Plan Delayed. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—Action 
by -the textile industry on President 
Roosevelt’s plan for settling the 
strike was still delayed today, while 
workers in many textile centers re- 
turned to their jobs. 

George A. Sloan, president of the 
Cotton Textile Institute, in a state- 
ment said: . 

“We have been greatly handicap- 
ped by the fact that two-thirds of 
the cotton mills did not receive the 
Winant report until this morning, 
papers in many mill centers having 
carried only the summary. There 
are 1200 cotton mills scattered 
through 25 states and it will neces- 
sarily require time to determine the 
views of the industry.’ 

Francis J. Gorman, chairman of 
the Textile Strike Committee, 
charged that a number of employ- 
ers were discriminating against ac- 
tive union leaders in the re-employ- 
ment of strikers. 

“The most serious cases of dis- 
crimination,” Gorman said, “‘come 
from the South.” There is strong 
evidence of a preconceived design 
not to re-employ some of the work- 
ers. These cases will be taken up 
immediately.” 

Gorman said he had instructed 
local unions to communicate with 
strike headquarters immediately in 
cases of discrimination. 

Reports from textile centers 
showed compliance with the Presi- 
dent’s proposal in the larger num- 
ber of cases, Gorman said. “A num- 
ber of mills did not open,” he said, 


“and we expect that it will be a 


few days before all of them resume. 
Others could not employ a full com- 
plement of workers, but as time 
passes, we are assured they will be 
taken back.”

The warrants charge grand lar- 
ceny in the second degree and 
swindling. 

Decker was former president and 
chairman of the board of directors 
of Bancorporation. 

Those listed in the complaint in- 
clude prominent business men in 
Minneapolis. Among them are 
John S. Pillsbury, chairman of the 
board of Pillsbury Flour Mill Co.; 
John Crosby, president of the Cros- 
by Investment Co.; W. A. Durst, 
president of the Minnesota Loan 
& Trust, and George D. Dayton, 
president of the Dayton Co., depart- 
ment store. 

Bank Listed in Two Complaints. 

The Northwest Bancorporation it- 
self is named in the two complaints 
in addition to the 20 other defend- 
ants, all of whom’ were either of- 
ficers or members of the Executive 
Committee of the concern. 

Other individuals named are: 

Theodore Wold, F. T. Heffelfinger, 
Alex Highland, R. E. MacGregor, 
W.C. Sharp, Oscar Mitchell, George 
P. Tweed, Isaac S. Mocre, Albert C. 
Cobb, H. D. Thrall, Ford H. Hovey, 
David R. West, J. Cameron Thom- 
son, Gardner B. Perry and W. A. 
Brockman. 

The swindling complaint said one 
of the practices was “to make 
use of various large newspapers of 
general circulation in the State of 
Minnesota and particularly the Min- 
neapolis Journal and Minneapolis 
Tribune.”

Ordered by Olson. 

Investigation of Bancorporation’s 
stocks was launched last Novem- 
ber at the suggestion of Gov. Ol- 
Bon. It was inaugurated under 
the supervision of Benson, at that 
time State Securities Commissioner. 

Hearings were held from time to 
time by the State Commerce Com- 
mission, composed of banking 
Commissioner Benson, Paul Ska- 
hen, present Securities Commission- 
er, and Garfield W. Brown, Insur- 
ance Commissioner, 

On June 30, last, Gov, Olson or- 
Gered Skahen to turn over testi- 
mony and records of the North- 
west Bancorporation stock investi- 
gation hearing to county and Fed- 
eral authorities, asserting that 
“criminal proceedings were justi- 
fied.” 

After Federal Court denied Ban- 
corporation's petition for an in- 
junction to restrain the com- 
mission’s investigation, the concern 
appealed. As part of the motion, 
Bancorporation asked for a re- 
straining order pending appeal to 
the United States Supreme Court, 
but on April 30 the high court de- 
nied Bancorporation’s request. 

Bancorporation officials again 
went to the Supreme Court and 
presented a two-fold motion: (1) To 
reconsider its April 30 decision per- 
mitting the Securities Commission 
to continue the investigation pend- 
ing appeal, and (2) to advance the 
appeal for argument on May 10, 
since the court takes its summer 
recess May 11. On May 8 the high 
court also denied these requests. 

Attorney-General Harry Peter- 
gon, representing the State in Fed- 
eral Court when the Northwest 
Bancorporation vainly sought an 
injunction to stop the State’s in- 
vestigation of its stock sales, had 
that the concern § sold 
1,600,000 shares of stock, of which 
more than 900,000 shares were sold 
to approximately 11,000 investors 
in Minnesota.

I realize 
that is apparently contradictory to 
my previous statement, but I be- 
lieve I have formed no opinion. To- 
ward the whole group of defendants 
I have a certain presumption of re 
sponsibility, but this I believe does 
not constitute an opinion.” 
At this point Mitchell was chal- 
lenged for cause by Attorney Rowe 
of the defense counsel, but the 
Court did not allow the challenge 
until after other questions had 
been put. He said he would not 
have scruples against the death 
penalty. 
Responding to other questions, 
Mitchell said he knew none of the 
principals in the case, and that his 
only knowledge of the case was 
from what he had read in newspa- 


pers. | 
“Would you be prejudiced,” An- 


derson asked, “because the testi- 
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mony will show that the evidence

diced,” Anderson resumed, “by the 
fact the evidence will show that 
the Post-Dispatch agreed to pay, 
has paid, and is paying one of the 
witnesses, Adolph Fiedler?”

Questions by Rowe. 


Rowe, beginning the questioning 
for the defense, read from a pre- 
pared list of questions. The first 
questions were directed toward as- 
certaining whether Mitchell was ac- 
quainted with Dr. Kelley, members 
of his family, his associates, or the 
“Secret Six’ organization formed 
several years ago to combat kid- 
napings. As each was named Mit- 
chell said he did not know them. 
He said, in response to questions, 
that he owned no stocks or bonds 
of the Post-Dispatch, but was a sub- 
scriber. 

“Are you conscious,” Rowe 
asked, “that the Post-Dispatch is a 
commercial enterprise, organized 
for profit, and that hence its news 
is frequently colored and generally 
unreliable?” Anderson’s objection 
to the question was sustained, and 
Rowe rephrased it: “Are you aware 
that it is an institution organized 
for the purpose of gathering news 
and that a great many of its news 
articles are sensational, untrue and 
generally not correct?” 

“Thaat is a complicated question,” 
Mitchell responded. “To the first 
part my answer would be yes. But 
as to the second part, when you 
ask whether its news articles are 
‘sensational, untrue and generally 
not correct, my answer is no.” 

“Are you aware,” Rowe persisted, 
“that Post-Dispatch news articles 
are generally unreliable?” “I con- 
sider the Post-Dispatch a very high 
frade newspaper—relatively reli- 
able, Mitchell answered. 

“If you were shown that the 
Post-Dispatch paid a person known 
to be a perjurer in this case, would 
that affect your decision?”

$3,000 SUDDENLY 


Brother of ‘‘Other Man” 
Says He Told Him Be- 
fore Death of Prisoner’s 


Unexpected Wealth.

LEIPZIG, Germany, Sept. 24.— 
Isidor Fisch, before his death, told 
his brother that Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann, Lindbergh kidnaping 
case prisoner, after living a modest 
life, suddeniy found himself pos- 
sessed of $30,000 in 1932, shortly af- 
ter the time of the kidnaping. 

Furthermore, Pincus Fisch, 34- 
year-old square-shouldered Polish- 
German Jew, asserted that Isidor 
Fisch’s fur business, in which 
Hauptmann has claimed to have 
been a partner and which made 
money for him, never netted any ex- 
cessive profits. And Pincus, be- 
cause of his brother’s failure to 
make any money in America, had 
to lend money to Isidor. Hauptmann 
has told New York police that the 
$13,750 Lindbergh ransom money 
found in his garage was left with 
him by Fisch. 

Pincus, however, also disclosed 
that his brother Isidor had some 
vague, mysterious source of funds 
and had talked of people known 
only as “those.” 

Statement of Brother. 

In his statement, Pincus 
said: 

“My brother Isidor never gave me 
any money, especially for my fur 
trade here. Isidor must have had 
bad luck in the United States be- 
cause he never paid his bad debts 
to me. 


Fisch 


“At his request I once sent him a 


batch of 500 dollars, charging him 
350 marks, but I never got the 
money back. Isidor explained that 
the firm to which he gave the 
money had gone bankrupt.

“Stories of my brother's 
coming exhumation, which police 
said they would make if New York 
authorities requested, are ridiculous. 
The cause of his death is clear—the 
death certificate I have here was 
issued by the doctor who treated 
him for many months.

Had Only Travelers’ Checks. 

“If my brother had any dollar 
bills when he returned, he never 
showed them to me. He returned 
with 15 American Express travel- 
ers’ checks for 100 marks each, and 
also a ticket back to America. 
When he c 21d, he had only one trav- 
elers’ check left. This I gave to 
Henry Uhlig itn New York, but 
Uhlig returned it, saying it was un- 
cashable because it needed Isidor’s 
signature. 

“My brother did not tell me, as 
he told my sister, Hannah, that he 
had any money keft in the United 
States.” 

» By the way, Hauptmann has 
a key to Isidor’s safety deposit 
box. He told me how much he 
trusted Hauptmann and that he 
had left everything he owned in 
the United States in Hauptmann’s 
care. Hauptmann should know my 
brother’s banking connections and 
whereabouts of the stock of furs 
my brother heft behind in New 
York. 

Tells About the $30,000. 

“There was one thing my broth- 
er wondered about. According to 
Isidor, Hauptmann lived a_ very 
modest life, but suddenly showed 
up around 1982 with $30,000. Isidor 
asked him where he got such 
money. Hauptmann said he had 
won it in the stock market. But 
Isidor was puzzled because he knew 
Hauptmann never speculated. 

“It is absolutely impossible that 
my brother should have 
money to Hauptmann.

Discrepancy as to Money. 


Hannah admitted she has taken 
steps with the Polish Consulate 
here to insure inheritance of any- 
thing left by Isidor, and that she 
has also taken up the matter in 
the German courts. The late Isi- 
dor’s sister has no visible means of 
support. 

A discrepancy appears in Pin- 
cus’ claim that Isidor returned to 
Germany with only 1500 marks. The 
Fisch family agree that Isidor paid 
at least 2000 marks for his doctor 
and 150 marks for a new suit, and 
gave his fath 150 marks for a 
new set of teeth. He paid the hos- 
pital bill and then lived from De- 
cember to March on “apparently 
nothing.” 

Detective Arthur Johnson of the 
New York police, detailed to Vien- 
na to investigate the background of 
Ivan Poderjay, and to question him 
in connection with the disappear- 
ance of Miss Agnes Tufverson of 
Detroit and New York, has not yet 
arrived to question the Fisches, but 
they know he is on his way. 

Angry With Sister, Brother. 

George Frederic Bormann, 21- 
year-old cook and brother-in-law of 
Henry Uhlig and close associate of 


Uhlig and Isidor Fisch while they 
visited, Leipzig said: 

“The money Isidor and Henry 
sent their relatives here never came 
in dollar bills. It came by mail 
from the Hamburg American line. 

“Tsidor always had more money 
than Uhlig. Isidor often com- 
plained his family was pressing him 
for money and said he sent them 
sums of 50 to 250 marks often, but 
they were never satisfied. Isidor 
was angry with his sister and broth- 
er when he discovered they never 
gave his father any of that money. 

“While Isidor was sick here, he 
told Uhlig he was going for a costly 
cure in Switzerland under a high- 
priced doctor. Uhlig was surprised 
at the great expense, but Isidor ex- 
plained the doctor offered him the 
cure free. Henry never believed 
him.” 

11 Days Between Death, Burial. 

Bormann recalled that Isidor had 
talked to his sister Hannah about 
a mysterious “those,” referring to 
a group of people. Bormann said: 

“T once heard Uhlig warn Isidor 
‘you'd better not hang around with 
those,’ but Isidor waved this bland- 
ly aside.” 

The correspondent visited the 
grave of Isidor in a Jewish church- 
yard. The St. George’s Hospital in 
Leipzig where Isidor died said the 
date of his death was March 22, 
1934. But the date scrawled on his 
neglected tombstone was “April 2, 
1934,” 11 days after death. Strange- 
ly enough, April 2, 1934, is exactly 
two years after the date of the $50,- 
0CO Lindbergh baby ransom money 
was paid over the hedge in a Bronx 
cemetery.

She was arrested after she told 
local police that she had heard un- 
derworld characters discussing the 
kidnaping in a small side avenue 
hotel here, State Trooper Louis 
Borman who has worked on the 
kidnaping case since its beginning, 
questioned the woman for more 
than an hour. Later the trooper de- 
clared that her story was without 
foundation and suggested she be 
given a mental test. 

Says He Treated Hauptmann. 


Dr. Otto Meyer informed Fed- 
eral Agent L. G. Turrou of the 
Lindbergh squad that he treated 
Hauptmann from Jan. 3, 1933, until 
April 17 of that year for a leg ail- 
ment, caused apparently by a frac- 
ture or sprain within the previous 
year. Turrou said, footprints out- 
side the Lindbergh nursery window 
indicated that the kidnaper limped 
away heavily. One theory of the 
investigators has been that the 
Lindbergh baby was killed when 
dropped by the kidnaper in falling 
as the laddér broke. 

Dr. Meyer, expressing belief that 
the original injury must have re- 
quired immediate attention, advised 
the authorities to seek another 
physician on whom Hauptmann 
might have called.

His home in the Bronx attracted 
more than 10,000 curiosity seekers, 
who blocked the streets to stare at 
the simple frame and stucco house.

her 10-month-old son, and left weep- 
ing. *Mrs. Hauptmann, & waitress 
before her marriage five years ago, 
was broken and bewildered at first, 
but has rallied now to her hus- 


band’s defense, providing an alibi for 


him—that he was with her the night 
of the kidnaping. 

But District Attorney Foley said: 
“We have taken statements from 
Hauptmann and his wife concerning 
their activities that night. We have 
lots of evidence to disprove their 
alibi. Mrs. Haptmann’s tactics are 
obvious.” 

Working with Mrs. Hauptmann in 
the defense of her husband is their 
attorney, James M. Fawcett, who 
has sent investigators into the 
field, persisting in his belief that 
Hauptmann is not “the real cul- 
prit.” 

Col. Lindbergh is expected to ap- 
pear before the grand jury Wednes- 
day, to tell of the kidnaping from 
his home in Hopewell, N. J., of the 
ransom note pinned to the crib, of 
the extortion notes in the same 
handwriting, or the hopes aroused 
by the ransom  payment—and 
dashed by the finding of the baby 
dead near the house. Whether Mrs. 
Lindbergh will testify remains prob- 
lematical. 

Other witnesses who will appear 
include John Perrone, taxicab driv- 
er who identified Hauptmann as 
the mysterious “John” who gave 
him a note to Dr. Condon during 
ransom negotiations; three em- 
ployes of J. P. Morgan & Co., who 
noted the numbers of the gold 
notes paid; Walter Lyle and John 
Lyons, attendants at the gasoline 
station where .Hauptmann passed 
the gold certificates that led to his 
arrest, and police who found the 
ransom hidden in his garage. 

$18,850 of Ransom Recovered. 

A recapitulation by the Depart- 
ment of Justice, New York police 
and New Jersey State police showed 
that $18,850 of the $50,000 ransom 
money has been recovered, includ- 
ing $2980 turned in May 1, 1933, at 
the Federal Reserve Bank by an 
unknown “J. J. Faulkner.” 

Mts. Hauptmann offered a rebut- 
tal today to the dispatches from 
Germany, quoting Fisch’s relatives 
as saying he was destitute at death. 
She said she had obtained evidence 
that Fisch had a roll of gold notes 
when he left for Germany. The in- 
formation, she said, came from Mrs. 
Kathe Friederichsen, in whose 
bakery she once was a waitress. 

“Mrs. Friederichsen said she had 
been visited by Fisch the day before 
he left for Germany,” Mrs. Haupt- 
mann said. “He had showed her 
many gold notes in his possession, 
she said. -She is willing to testify 
to that.” 

Fawcett, attorney for Haupt- 
mann, declared today that he had 
information which, if true, would 
“split wide open” the case against 
his client. 

“T have some startling informa- 
tion which is now undergoing -n- 
vestigation,” Fawcett said. “Should 
said information be true, I assure 
you it will split this case wide 
open. It- may be weeks, but :iny 
investigators have been, and. stili 
are, quietly at work in this matter. 

Fawcett said that in the future 
any statements in behalf of Mrs. 
Hauptmann, the prisoner’s wife, 
would be made by him. 

Brokerage Firm’s Statement. 

A statement issued today by 
Steiner, Rouse & Co., in one of 
whose branches Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann had an account; said 
that “at no time was the amount 
of money deposited or the size of 
the account in the proportion inti- 
mated by current report.” Since

Rea Rescued From River. 


Four occupants of a motorboat 
escaped without serious injury last 
night about 8 o’clock when the 
craft burst into flames in mid- 
stream of the Mississippi River 
about a half mile south of the 
Chain of Rocks Bridge. 

Stanley Rea, of the Daniel Boone 
Apartments, 3733 Lindell boulevard, 
owner of the boat, was burned on 
the legs, but swam to the Missouri 
bank for help, while others in the 
party stood on a sandbar, 
water nearly up to their necks, un- 
til taken off in a boat a half hour 
later. 

Rea’s guests, Mr. and Mrs. Rob- 
ert E. Steele, 7900 Davis drive, 
Clayton, and Mrs. Samuel W. For- 
dyce III, were taken out of the 
water by Louis Dillman and Jules 
Miller, employes of the Water De- 
partment intake station at Chain 
of Rocks, who set out in a motor- 
boat when they saw the boat burn- 
ing on the river. 

Rea, after swimming nearly a 
half mile to the bank, obtained a 
small boat and went back to the 
scene, but the others had already 
been rescued. He cruised about for 
a time, looking for them, and on 
his return learned that they had 
been saved. He went to St. John’s 
Hospital. The others returned to 
their homes. 

Rea is president of the Rea Ser- 
um Co. Steele is manager of the 
loan department of Farm & Home 
Savings & Loan Association. Mrs. 
Fordyce’s husband, a nephew of the 
attorney of the same name, is em- 
ployed by the RFC. 

About 4 o’clock yesterday after. 
noon the group left the foot of 
Franklin avenue in Rea’s 20-foot 
runabout to go to Alton. The acci- 
dent occurred on the return trip. 

Cruising downstream at about 20 
miles an hour, the boat got out of 
the main channel and ran aground. 
Steele and Rea, removing most of 
their clothing, got out and labored 
strenuously with paddles to dis- 
lodge it, succeeding after about a 
half hour. 

“When we got back in,” Rea said, 
“the motor did not function prop- 
erly. It backfired several times as 
we drifted downstream. Finally I 
lifted the hatch over the motor com- 
partment and there was an instant 
explosion and a sheet of flame shot 
up. 

“It must have been caused by a 
leak in the gasoline line. I can’t 
figure out any other. explanation.” 

All four jumped overboard and 
found the water was seven or eight 
feet deep. Good swimmers, they 
paddled about 39 feet to the sand- 
bar where they were able to stand. 
Cushions in the boat were designed 
for use-as life preservers, but these 
were ignored, fortunately, Rea said, 
as they might have caused one 
wearing them to drift out into the 
channel. 

They stood for a time on the sand- 
bar, shouting for help, and hoping 
their plight would be observed from 
some passing boat. But as time 
went by none appeared, Rea de- 
cided to swim for the bank, nearly 
a half mile away. 

Rea’s injuries are not expected to 
prove serious, but he will remain 
at the hospital for a few days. The 
only other injury suffered “by a 
member of the party was a slight 
}burn on Mrs. Steele’s forehead from 
flames which singed her left eye- 
brow and hair about the left temple. 


24 Persons Rescued After Two 
Boats Blow Up at New York. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 24.—Twenty- 

four persons were rescued after 

explosions and fires destroyed two 
cabin cruisers in New York waters 
last night. 

Fifteen persons leaped into the 
Hudson River and were rescued by 
boats from shore after a blast near 
the engine room of the _ 40-foot 
cruiser Dot enveloped the craft in 
flames. They were the guests of 
William Grossman of New York on 
a short cruise. 

Frank Fandell, owner of the 36- 
foot Dolores, and Philip Schaune, 
both of Yonkers, were blown from 
the boat by an explosion while on 
the East River. They swam with 
a dinghy to the front of the craft, 
where their wives and five children 
were huddled, and towed them to 
safety. 

Of the 15 aboard the Dot, four 
were women and four were chil- 
dren. None had time to don life 
preservers before leaping into the 
river. They clung to the side of 
the burning cruiser until rescue 
boats arrived.

One member of Endeavour’s aft- 
erguard explained the protest sig- 
nal delay. He said it took three 
hours’ search through the 109 rules 
of the race to find whether there 
was ground for a protest. 

“After the preparatory signal,” 
Sopwith complained in his letter to 
the committee, “both yachts were 
reaching away from the starting 
line on starboard tack, Rainbow be-

“Endeavour jibed to come on the

BANKERS OFFER LOAN 
ON MUNICIPAL BRIDGE 


Stifel, Nicolaus & Co. Ready 
to Advance $758,700 to 
Complete Approaches. 


An offer of a $758,700 loan for 
completing five rail approaches to 
Municipal Bridge has been obtained 
by the city from the banking firm 
of Stifel, Nicolaus & Co. If this 
loan should be made, it would take 
the place of one of the same amount 
which has been sought by the city 
from the PWA. 

Repayment within five years, at 
the rate of $180,000 a year, would 
be required by Stifel, Nicolaus & 
Co. The proposal has been sub- 
mitted to the Terminal Railroad 
Association, an interested party in 
the arrangements. 

Henry Miller, presiednt of the 
Terminal, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that in his opinion the 
city should persist in efforts to 
obtain the loan from the PWA. Of- 
ficials of the PWA told the city 
recently they questioned whether 
it could make the advance legally. 
Miller doubted that efforts to con- 
vince the PWA had been exhaust- 
ed. He was of the opinion a longer 
time would be allowed for repay- 
ment by the PWA than by Stifel, 
Nicolaus & Co., a matter of con- 
cern to the Terminal, which has 
guaranteed to pay the city at least 
$500,000 a year in tolls when the 
bridge is available for general use 
by the railroads. This guarantee, 
rather than bonds, was the secur- 
ity offered for the loan by the 
city. 

The city, if it obtained the loan 
locally, would continue to press its 
application for a $247,000 grant by 
PWA to augment the fund. 

Downtown merchants have been 
urging the city to obtain control of 
Eads Bridge in order to remove 
highway tolls there. The city’s ar- 
rangement with the Terminal, un- 
der ordinances of 1930, provided 
that the city could control the Eads 
highway deck by paying the Ter- 
minal $140,000 or $200,000 a year, 
depending on whether commercial 
vehicles were freed of tolls or not. 
The city has deferred accepting this 
until the Municipal Bridge raidroad 
question was settled. President 
Brown of the Board of Public Ser- 
vice doubted whether it would be 
advisable to lift tolls on  Eadg 


Bridge until Third street was wid 
ened.

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SAYS HOUSING PLAN OPENS 
NEW FIELD FOR ARCHITECTS 


I J. Russell Calls Idea “Salvation” 
for Profession; Prospect for Large 
Scale Building Poor. 

Almost every architect has the op- 
portunity to re-establish his practice 
in a new field, under the Federal 


Housing Administration, E. J. Rus- 
sell of St. Louis, president of the 
American Institute of Architects, 
declared in a statement yesterday. 

For the rest of this year and 
probably al] of next year the archi- 
tect’s salvation, he said, lay in the 
field of residential construction and 
reconditioning. Heg advised the 
membens of his profession to con- 
duct their practice in such a way as 
to build up the popular feeling that 
an architect should be consulted be- 
fore building or altering a home, 
just as a physician or a lawyer 
would be consulted in a medical or 
legal mattef. 

“It is apparent,” he added, “that 
human values, based on security of 
employment and sufficiency of en- 
vironment—decent housing condi- 
tions—are going to receive increas- 
ing attention and substantial en- 
hancement in the immediate fu- 
ture.

START RACE FOR 
BENNETT CUP 


| International Contest Un- 


der Way at Warsaw, Po- 
land — Bags Apparently 
Heading for Russia. 


By the Associated Press. 

ARSAW, Sept. 24.—The first of 
20 balloons in the Gordon Bennett 
race, the German bag Stadt Essen 
landed at 5 a. m. today 12 miles 
north of Fellin, Estonia. 

The others were thought to be 
somewhere over Russia. The Stadt 
Essen was somewhat heavier than 
the ether contestants and was able 
to carry less ballast. 

The Belgian Belgique, piloted by 
E. A. J. Demuyter and L. Coeckel- 
bergh, was sighted over Slonim, 
Poland, 187 miles northeast of War- 
saw. Upper and westerly winds, 
regarded as favorable, were pre- 
vailing. : 

The 20 balloons, two of them 
American bags, set out from here 
yesterday afternoon in the twenty- 
second annual cup race. The take- 
offs began at 4:10 o’clock. 

The aeronauts were thought to 
be traveling at a high altitude, 
since currents were reported to be 
most advantageous at around 9000 
feet. The wind velocity was 26 
miles an hour at that altitude at 
the take-off, but was expected to 
increase. 


The United States Navy balloon, | 


manned by Lieuts. C. H. Kendall 
and H. T. Orville, was released at 
4:58 p. m. and was followed in two 
minutes by the other American en- 
trant, the Buffalo Courier-Express 
bag. George Hineman and Milford 
F. Vanik are piloting it. 

Thousands cheered the take-off, 
made in brilliant sunshine. 

Georges Ravaine, French pilot, 
was unable to start because of 
equipment difficulty, but his bal- 
loon, the Toron, went into the air 
without a basket and landed un- 
damaged several hours later near 
the Jablonna Works, where it was 
built. 

Permission for Ravaine to use a 
Spanish balloon came too late and 
he wept with disappointment when 
he was not allowed to start. The 
Spanish balloon was barred  be- 
cause entrance papers were filed 
after the deadline. 

Nations participating in the 
event are the United States, Ger- 
many, Belgium, France, Italy, Po- 
land, Switzerland and Czecho-Slo- 
vakia.

WASHINGTON, Sept..24.—A total 
of 918,962 corn-hog farmers in 39 
states have received $86,220,880 in 
rental checks for land taken out of 
production this year. 

The Farm Administration in an- 
nouncing this figure, said that it 
represented about 66 per cent of the 
$133,000,000 first payment now due. 
Speeding of the rate of approv- 
ing contracts was announced by Dr. 
A. G. Black, chief of the corn-hog 
section. More than 75 per cent of 
the $1,200,000 contracts signed by 
farmers have been received and re- 
leased for payment. 
Up to Sept. 20, 133,259 “early pay- 
ment” contracts, those on which 
farmers had agreed to accept ad- 
justments made by county commit- 
tees, had been released for paying 
farmers in 522 counties and 7179,- 
253 regular payment contracts 
from 1822 counties had been ap- 
proved. 
Total payments to producers in 
the 39 states include: Illinois, $4,- 
007,297.20; Missouri, $8 497,212.38.

A net increase of 32,504 in the 
number of registered voters was 
reported by the Election Board to- 
day, following the supplementary 
registration of Thursday and the 
subsequent canvass of the enroll- 


ment. 

This result was unusual, as gen- 
erally there has been a net de- 
crease following supplementary 
registrations. 

The total registration for the gen- 
eral election to be held Nov. 6 was 
reported as 375,081—the next larg- 
est registration ever recorded here. 
Only the registration for the presi- 
dential election of 1932, which was 
387,245, exceeded the figure. Regu- 
larly in the past the number of 

voters qualified for the “off-year” 
Re general election has been less than 
for presidential elections by many 
thousands. 

There were 64,875 voters entered 
on the books Thursday, in addition 
to 342,577 previously listed. In the 
canvass of the entire registration 
Friday, Saturday and _ yesterday,

INDUSTRY ACTS TO REVISE 
NEW DEAL LAWS IT DISLIKES 


Manufacturers Association Starts Pol] of Con- 
gressional Candidates Concerning 
Business Views. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—New 
steps tc assure an overhaul of New 
Deal laws which it finds objection- 
able were mapped yesterday by in- 
dustry through two of its biggest 
organizations.— the Chamber of 


Commerce of the United States and 
the National Association of Manu- 
facturers. 

In a report to the chamber, one 
of its special committees held that 
existing emergency agencies with 
stupendous spending power operate 
without proper financial supervi- 
sion. With “reasonable limitations,” 
the committee suggested that “def- 
inite and adequate power to control 
expenditures should be given to the 
President.” 

Poll of Candidates. 

At the same time, the National 
Association of Manufacturers insti- 
tuted a poll of all Congressional 
candidates to ascertain their views 
toward a number of things about 
which business is concerned. 

“The result of these investiga- 
tions should be brought to the atten- 
tion of all those directly interested 
in business welfare,” the manufac- 
turers said. 

Congressional candidates already 
are receiving a questionnaire mailed 
by the American Federation of La- 
bor asking their views on continu- 
ance of NRA, particularly the trou- 
blesome section 7A, and on unem- 
ployment insurance‘and other pros- 
pective legislation. 

The announcement of the manu- 
facturers aassociation made no di- 
rect mention of the A. F. of L. que- 
ries. But C. L. Bardo, president of 
the manufacturers association, said: 

“The effort primarily is educa- 
tional to the voter. It is not a cen- 
tral demand upon all candidates to 
give a strict Accounting to one 
group by telling how they will vote 
if elected. This sort of domination 
by maneuvered minorities is un- 
American and unwholesome in a 
democracy.” 

12 Questions Asked. 

The manufacturers’ questionnaire 
asked 12 questions: 

1—Do you believe Congress 
should resume its’ full legislative 
and deliberative powers? 

2—Do you favor reducing Gov- 
ernment control of the management 
of private business? 

3—Will you work and vote for an 
early return to balanced  Govern- 
mental budgets? 


4—Do you believe that employes 
should be free to join or not to join 
a legitimate labor organization of 
any sort without coercion from any 
source? 

5—Should an individual be free 
to sell his own labor individually or 
collectively, as he and his employer 
may agree to their mutual satisfac- 
tion? 

6—Do you believe where collec- 
tive bargaining exists there should 
be corresponding collective respon- 
sibility for its exercise? 

7—Do you believe in maintaining 
the constitutional division of power 
between the Federal and State Gov- 
ernments? 

8—Do you favor awarding Gov- 
ernmental contracts to the lowest 
responsible bidder, in accordance 
with law, instead of using contracts 
to compel acceptance by bidders of 
governmental policies not specific- 
ally provided by law? 

Powers of Taxation. 

9—Do you believe that the powers 
of taxation should be used solely for 
securing revenue for the legitimate 
functions of Government? 

10. Do you favor government 
competition with private business? 

11. Do you believe that govern- 
ment operations should be placed 
on a comparable accounting basis, 
particularly where government 
competes with private business? 

12. Do you believe in creating by 
law, through such measure as com- 
pulsory unemployment insurance, 
old age pensions, etc., a private 
right to publicly controlled funds, 
thus reducing the efforts of indi- 
viduals to provide for themselves 
and increasing their willingness to 
rely on the Government for sup- 
port, thereby aggaravating the very 
evils which such legislation is in- 
tended to relieve? 

In its report, the Chamber of 
Commerce committee proposed 
abandonment of the present ad- 
ministration policy of listing sep- 
arately ordinary and emergency ex- 
penditures. It held, too, that the 
Budget Bureau should make clear 
which expenditures might be re- 
paid and which would not. 

The committee recommendations 
closely followed a statement by the 
chamber’s directors that “early ap- 
proach to 2 balanced budget would 
improve the general outlook and 
provide the basis for a decided up- 
turn in business and employment.” 

Another group of chamber inves- 
tigators yesterday urged abolition 
of the present NRA. 


DEATH LIST EXCEEDS 2000 
IN TYPHOON IN JAPAN 


More Than 13,000 Persons Injured 
and 32,000 Buildings 
Destroyed. 
By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Sept. 24.—The death list 
in last week’s typhoon passed the 
2000 mark yesterday with the find- 
ing of additional bodies in ruined 


buildings at Osaka. 

Compilations in the office of the 
Home Ministry showed: Dead, 
2064; injured, 13,335; missing, 258; 
buildings destroyed, 32,939. 

The deaths in Osaka prefecture 
alone were 1324. 

Reconstruction already has  be- 
gun. Large quantities of building 
materials have been laid down at 
Osaka.

HONGKONG, Sept. 24.—Compe- 
tition of Japanese goods has be- 
come such a serious problem in 
this British crown colony that of- 
ficials are considering altering its 
status as a free port. 

An economic commission has been 
appointed by the Government to 
survey. business conditions and to 
recommend a program. The com- 
mission will advise the Government 
whether Hongkong should adopt 
the quota system which has been 
made generally effective throughout 
British colonies as a protection 
against excessive competition of 
Japanese goods. ' 

Sponsors of the quota system say 
both British and Chinese manu- 
facturers in Hongkong are suffer- 
ing from Japanese competition. _In 
nearly all lines of goods in which 
they specialize, the Japanese are 
able to put their goods on the 
Hongkong market at prices sub- 
stantially below those of articles 


made here. 


Jewish Exodus From Germany.

BERLIN, Sept. 24.—The Jewish 
population of Germany decreased 
by 65,700 in the first two months

RUSTEM BEY, FORMER ENVOY 
OF TURKEY TO AMERICA, DIES 


He Left This Country After Being 
Requested to Refrain From 
Derogatory Statements.

ISTANBUL, Sept. 24.—Alfred Rus- 


tem Bey, Turkey’s first ambassador 
to the United States, who left 
Washington in 1914 after refusing 
to retract a statement objectionahle 
to the administration, died today. 
He was the second former Turkish 
ambassador to America to die with- 
in a few weeks. Mouktar Bey, who 
left Washington last spring, was 
the first. 


Rustem Bey’s withdrawal in 1914 
created a sensation in diplomatic 
circles. In an interview he had said 
the sending of American warships 
to Turkey following reports of up- 
risings against Christians would 
lead to a serious situation and he 
reminded the American people of 
lynching of Negroes and “water 
cures’—a form of torture—in the 
Philippines. 

Secretary of State William Jen- 
nings Bryan, at President Wilson's 
direction, asked Rustem Bey to re- 
frain from such statements. The 
ambassador informed Mr. Wilson 
he had not altered views expressed 
in the interview and would leave 
the United States.

Seven of 29 Bishops Hail 
Ludwig Mueller With 
Uplifted Arms as Head of 
State Church.

BERLIN, Sept. 2. — Seven 
Protestant Bishops in dignified ec- 
clesiastical robes raised their arms 
in stiff Nazi salute yesterday dur- 


ing the widely heralded consecra- 
tion ceremonies for Reichsbishop 
Ludwig Mueller, supreme head of 
the German church. 
It was a new note in Lutheran 
liturgical practice. 
The Nazi theme was further car- 
ried out by the entire congregation 
at the Protestant Cathedral when 
all followed suit with the military- 
appearing salute while Mueller, pre- 
ceded by hundreds of clergymen 
and 29 bishops, entered the cathe- 
dral. : 
Six Nazi flags were carried in by 
brown-shirted storm troopers. 
Pledge of Reichsbishop. 
After Reichsbishop Mueller had 
solemnly pledged himself to con- 
duct his office in strict accordance 
with the holy writ and Martin Lu- 
ther’s teachings, each Bishop spoke 
a short greeting. 
Most of the bishops merely seized 
Mueller’s hand, but seven of them 
also gave the Nazi salute, to which 
Mueller responded in kind. 
The ceremony was Mueller’s an- 
swer to opposition criticism of his 
supreme church dictatorship. Last 
month at a national synod in Berlin 
he ignored the attacks of his theo- 
logical enemies and proclaimed him- 
self supreme head of the Reich’s 
Protestant Church. When a new 
burst of criticism followed, he re- 
taliated by announcing the conse- 
cration ceremony. 
Two of the most important 
bishops in Germany were conspicu- 
ous today by their absence, Bishop 
Teophil Wurm of Wuerttemburg 
and Bishop Hans Meiser of Ba- 
varia. Wurm has been ousted by 
Mueller over the protest of his con- 
gregation, and Meiser’s position is 
considered precarious in view of his 
opposition to Nazi totality.

Morgenthau Says Amount In- 
creased to $601,000,000 
mn July.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24—Hold- 
ings of United States bonds and con- 
tingent obligations by Government 
instrumentalities, Secretary of the 
Treasury Morgenthau said today, in- 
creased $160,000,000 during July to 
$601,000,000. 

In the second monthly report de- 


signed to acquaint the public with 
details of the Government’s invest- 
ment in its various agencies and cor- 


porations. the Treasury head said 
the excess of their assets over lia- 
bilities had dropped $63,000,000. 
During the same period the na- 
tion’s investment in them shrank 
from $4,168,000,000 to $4,101,000,000, 


grew $4,000,000 to $283,000,000. 

The report showed an increase of 
$100,000,000 in loans by the corpo- 
vations, in which a gain of $167,000,- 
000 in Home Owners’ Loan Corpo- 
ration credit figured largely. Re- 
payments cut Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation loans from $2,- 
667,000,000 to $2,543,000,000, exclusive 
of $747,000,000 of banks’ preferred 
stock. 

Commodity Credit Corporation 
loans of $160,000,000 had shrunk 
$45,000,000. Federal Land Bank 
loans at $1,728,000,000 were up $23,- 
000,000. A gain of $50,000,000 was 
reported in Federal Farm Mortgage 
loans, standing at $429,000,000. 


The Government’s investment in

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24—In sa 
handbook prepared for guidance of 
New Deal candidates, the Demo- 
cratic National Committee declares 
that “the one real issue in the 
congressional campaign is the re- 
covery program of President Roose- 
velt.” 

“The only question before the 
American people,” the booklet 
states, is this: 

“Shall the plan, which already 
has produced such beneficent re- 
sults, be carried on to completion 
promptly and effectively, or is it toe 
be hampered, obstructed and de 
layed? The answer lies in the char- 
acter of the Congress elected in 
November.” 

In the booklet’s general state 
ment there is no direct mention of 
the Republican party. The only 
reference is in inserted statements 
of various Democratic leaders. 

Plea for Democratic Congress.

We get $12 for two 
weeks’ groceries, but in the last three 
weeks, some of the food has nearly dou- 
bled in price. We can. eat only five days 
of the week, with lots of beans to stretch 
it out. A little extra food would keep us 
from drying up—if they would just add 
a little to that pound of lard; or give me 
a job, instead. J. LILLIE.

The Cost of Crime.

VOTE FOR THE SEWER BOND ISSUE! 

We hope voters in the St. Louis County Sanitary 
Sewer District will settle tomorrow, for a long time 
to come, the question of an adequate sewer system. 
They can do so by approving the $5,878,000 bond 
issue. If the bond issue is defeated, the problem 
will remain and with it the grave danger to public 
health now caused by open sewage. Not for another 
two years, in case of defeat, will it be possible to 
submit the proposal again. Meanwhile, the county 
will be tempting fate in the matter of plagues and 
epidemic. 

If the bond issue be passed, the sewer district will 
receive from the Federal Government a grant of 
$1,349,000 to help defray the cost. This grant need 
never be repaid. The Federal Government has sanc- 
tioned its use to pay principal and interest on the 
bonds for the first three and a half years, thus 
deferring until 1938 the imposition of a sewer tax. 
Secretary Ickes has announced that the grant is 
contingent upon success of the bond issue tomorrow 
and that it will be rescinded if the bonds are not 
voted. 

Will the district accept this money, or will it de- 
cide to pay the entire cost of the sewer system at 
some future time, since it is inevitable that it must 
be built sooner or later? Will the district grasp the 
opportunity to give work to 2000 men for 20 months, 
or will it doom these men to continue standing in 
the soup lines? Will the district, in short, embracé 
the best opportunity imaginable to do a vitally neces- 
sary piece of construction work, or will it listen to 
the obstructionists? 

Some years ago, the Post-Dispatch fought shoulder 
to shoulder with the county for repeal of the Ralph 
sewer law, an unfair, eostly and undemocratic meas- 
ure. That fight was successful. The Ralph law was 
erased from the books and it is significant that 
practically every leader in the repeal movement has 
indorsed and is working for the bond issue. That 
is because the opponents of the Ralph law never 
blinked for a moment the county’s need for a com- 
prehensive trunk line sewer system, but were only 
interested in insuring that the work be done under 
the best possible auspices. 

So the very men, like John E. Mooney, who fought 
the Ralph law were the authors of the sewer law 
passed by the last Legislature. It is a model piece 
of. legislation. At every point, it seeks to protect 
the taxpayer from unnecessary expense. It limits 
the three trustees, selected to administer the work, 
to the nominal salary of $25 a month, in the effort 
to attract candidates actuated by public-spiritedness. 

A further safeguard, and a most important one, 
is that the Federal Government, when it makes a 
public works grant, reserves the right to supervise 
and scrutinize all the details of the project. The 
acts of the trustees to be selected tomorrow will be 
checked at every step by a force of Federal super- 
visors.

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A WAR LOVER SPEAKS. 
Bitter experience has brought home so convinc- 
ingly the futility and waste of war that an open 
admirer of human slaughter is today a rare bird— 
at least in our own country, though Old World 
militarists still delight to sing its praises to their 
cannon fodder.

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A FASCIST ROW OVER PRECEDENCE. 

The German-Italian disagreement has reached a 
stage that, in a back-fence quarrel, would be called 
“talking about each other's folks.” 

Mussolini shook the Nazi family tree when he said 
in an address: “After 30 centuries, we may regard 
with supreme contempt those doctrines which come 
from a people that did not even know how to write 
when we had a Caesar, a Virgil and an Augustus.” 
One of Hitler’s savants, Prof. K. Stuhl of Wurzburg, 
answered this Italian snub by claiming full honors 
for his own people: “After all, the Germans are 
older than the Romans, because none other than 
Germanic tribes fodnded Rome. The Germans named 
Rome, the Tiber and even Italy herself. The legend 
of the she-wolf nursing Romulus and Remus is a 
German fairy tale.”

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THE CEASELESS PURSUIT. 

From a London paper, the Post, comes the fine 
acknowledgment that the tracking down of Haupt- 
mann “was one of the most remarkable and most 
methodical pieces of crime detection in American 
police annals.” It is a triumph, indeed, in the best 
tradition of that Nemesis of criminals, Scotland 
Yard. And another London paper, the Mail, voicing 
the hope everywhere entertained, that the arrest 
will lead to the clearing up of the entire kidnaping 
mystery, ventures that the previous failure of the 
police in this crime “had led to an epidemic of 
kidnaping in the United States.” 

As to the accuracy of that deduction, we have no 
opinion. If it is correct, with similar logic it may 
be concluded that the successful outcome will be as 
grim a deterrent to the criminal] element as the long 
period of apparent frustration has been an incite- 
ment. 

It may be observed, however, that in this shocking 
crime the police were not dealing with the organized 
outlawry of gangsterism. Whether or not Haupt- 
mann had confederates, he seemingly was in no way 
For this reason, the task 
of the police was more difficult. There was no weak- 
ling in the conspiracy to wilt under pressure and 
talk, no dissension as to the division of the loot, 
none of the traces of the professional criminal’s han- 
diwork with which the police are familiar. 

Factual police practice, as contrasted with the daz-

zling exploits of the fictional detective, is a matter 


of prosaic record. There was no brilliant bit of 
intuition here to stir the public pulse. No touch of

In Praise of War 


Taking up cudgels for militarists, writer acclaims war as “oldest and noblest of 
institutions,’ on which, according to Ruskin, “all the pure and noble arts of 
peace are founded”; armed conflict, panegyrist says, enriches art and literature, 
educates young men, rouses nations from sloth and produces national leaders.

There has been so much outcry against war 
lately, both by pacifists and by militarists who 
deplore war as a mecessary evil, that we are apt 
to forget the existence of quite a number of people 
who love war for its own sake. Mr. Cranwell’s ar- 
ticle is a fair statement of the beliefs of that en- 
thusiastic group. 


UCH ink has been cast abroad and so 


many strident voices raised during the 


last few months condemning that oldest 
and noblest of institutions—war—that the 
present would seem an appropriate time for 
a few remarks on the other side of the 
question, 

These remarks are not in the nature of 
a defense of war (any institution which has 
flourished and has been glorified as long as 
the human race has been in existence, if not, 
indeed, longer, scarcely needs a defense), but 
rather in praise of war for its own sake and 
for its accomplishments. The lucid and 
beautiful prose of John Ruskin will furnish 
a text for this praise, a text from a source 
which no one could call bellicose. Ruskin’s 
words on the subject are as follows: 

“All the pure and noble arts of peace are 
founded in war; no great art ever rose on 
earth but among a nation of soldiers. There 
is no art possible to a nation but what is 
based on battle. When I tell you that war 
is the foundation of all the arts, I mean 
also that it is the foundation of all "the 
higher virtues and faculties of men. It is 
very strange to me to discover this, and 
very dreadful; but [I saw it to be quite an 
undeniable fact. , 

“The common notion that peace and the 
virtues of civil life flourished ‘together I 
found to be wholly untenable. Peace and 
the vices of civil life only flourish together. 
We talk of peace and learning, of peace 
and plenty, of peace and civilization; but I 
found that these were not the words which 
the muse of history couples together; that 
on her lips, the words were peace and sensu- 
ality, peace and selfishness, peace and death. 

“I found, in brief, that all great nations 
learned their truth of word and strength of 
thought in war; that they were nourished 
in war and wasted by peace; taught by war 
and deceived by peace; trained by war and 
betrayed by peace; in a word, that they were 
born in war and expired in peace.”

With the fact that war is one of the 
greatest of nature’s tools in its fashioning 
of a better race through the survival of the 


fittest we are not concerned, nor are we. 


here interested in the further fact that war 
and the waging of war brought about the 
Pax Romana, the only long period of real 
peace the world has ever known. Both are 
merely arguments advanced by people who, 
while conceding that war may have.its uses, 
believe that peace is preferable. 
Expanding, then, our text, what do we 
find about art, let us say, in its develop- 
ment in relation to war? Starting with 
Egypt, we discover that the magnificent 
temples, the great statues, the almost time- 
defying tombs were erected when Egypt 
was all-conquering. In Greece,-we find the 
periods of Phidias and Praxiteles corre- 
sponding more or less with the period of 
the Athenian Empire. Roman art may or 
may not be a copy of the Greek and of 
little worth per se, but it was Roman arms 
which preserved much of Greek art to mod- 
ern times, and it was Roman conquest which 


spread the laws of Rome to the uttermost 
parts of the known world to form a founda- 
tion for the laws of today. 

There can be little doubt but that the 
Renaissance was initiated by the returning 
Crusaders, who, while engaged in war with 
the Saracen, had learned of the beauty 
which was lacking at home. The Saracen, 
too, made his great contributions to the art 
of the world while he was at the height of 
his military power, when Bagdad flourished 
because the caliphs could make war better 
than their neighbors, 

Spanish culture, in a like manner, owes 
much to the scimitar of the Moor. In En- 
gland, the great Elizabethan era corresponds 
with the beginning of England’s growth as 
a conquering nation and the commencement 
of her sea power.

In another way, too, art is indebted to 
war. What are the subjects of the great 
epic poems of all literature? Of what did 
Homer write in the Iliad and the Odyssey, 
of what did Virgil sing? The Norse sagas 


. do not deal with peace, and even Milton's 


“Paradise Lost” is based on conflict. What 
of Beowulf and Roland? War and the pan- 
oplies of war have furnished the painter 
and the sculptor, the writer of prose as well 
as the writer of poetry, and even the musi- 
cian, with much, if, indeed, not the greater 
part, of his subject matter. 

If we look into other fields, we find that 
war's contribution is no less worthy of 
praise. In the matter of science, we need 
go no farther afield than the World War. 
It was during that conflict, and because of 
that conflict, that the fixation of nitrogen 
was accomplished; that the dye industry 
was born in the United States, and that 
the airplane was developed from a danger- 
ous and flimsy toy of little worth to the 
safe and luxurious air liner of the present. 

Plastic surgery, which should add much 
to the esthetic value of human beings, vir- 
tually owes its existence to the battlefield. 
In other lines, particularly in antisepsis, 
the World War brought about great ad- 
vances in medicine. 

Here again space, or the lack of it, pro- 
hibits the mentioning of more than a few 
isolated instances. These instances, how- 
ever, are only a part of the evidence that 
war is the most effective stimulant for mak- 
ing men give the best that is in them, forc- 
ing work under pressure and at top speed. 
War is not only, as Ruskin says, the “foun- 
dation of all the higher virtues and facul- 
ties of men,” it is also the spur which makes 
men use those virtues and those faculties 
to the uttermost. 

In the matter of education, war has been 
responsible for improvement not to be over- 
looked. In the United States alone, we can 
find many examples of young men taken 
from the hinterland, from the mountains 
and the plains, men who would have lived 
and died useless to themselves and to hu- 
manity, who would have existed and per- 
ished like pigs in the mire of ignorance, 
but who, because of war, were carried lands 
away and were given an insight into and 
an understanding of learning and wisdom

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ELI B. JOHNSON, CIVIL 
WAR VETERAN, 93, DIES 


Last Commander of Ransom 
G. A. R. Post; Served as 
Spy, Taken. Prisoner. 


Eli B. Johnson, the last formally 
elected commander of Ransom Post 
No. 131, Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic, and a member of the Thirty- 
third Indiana Volunteers during the 
Civil War, died Saturday of infir- 
mities at his residence, 5786 Mc- 
Pherson avenue. 

He was 93 years old and had not 
been active in affairs of Ransom 
Post since the expiration of his 
term late in 1929. But three mem- 
bers survive today of a post which 
once mustered 1740 and was estab- 
lished in 1883 by Gen. W. T. Sher- 
man. , 

During a service of three years 
and four months with the Indiana 
regiment he was under fire 32 times, 
was a prisoner of war at Libbey 
Prison, Richmond, Va., for 65 days 
and served as a spy within the Con- 
federate lines several times. 

The veteran was fond of recalling 
that while in prison, after his cap- 
ture with 1100 others at Spring 
Hill, Tenn., he carved a checker 
board on. the floor. Since there were 
no checker men, he recalled, the 
only prisoners eligible to play were 
those who could furnish a button 
to serve as a checker man. 

He came to St. Louis after the 
Civil War, engaging in the building 
contracting business for more than

Total 95 Pct. — Substantial 
Collections Made From 
Bank’s Stockholders. 


A third payment of 20 per cent, 
sending the'total so far to 95 per 
cent, is being made to depositors 
and other general creditors of the 
closed Twelth Street National 
Bank. The 20 per cent amounts to 
$149,411 and the 95 per cent to more 
than $700,000. 

The receiver, J. Buckner Fisher, 
said it was possible that part or 
all of the remaining 5 per cent 
would be paid after remaining as- 
sets were liquidated and a Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation loan 
of slightly more than $100,000 satis- 
fied: He said substantial collections 
had been made on the $300,000 as- 
sessment levied against stockhold- 
ers under the double liability law 
affecting stockholders in national 
banks. 

Total claims allowed against the 
bank amount to $1,214,370, accord- 
ing to Fisher, general claims, on 
which the 20 per cent is being paid, 
totaling about $750,000 after giving 
effect to secured claims and  off- 
sets.

Wig Maker for the Veiled Prophet 


By Fay Profilet 


| ROM the first of August untis 

the day before the Veiled 

Prophet parade, Andrew Fueger, 
known as the Dean of Wig Mak- 
ers, is not to be found in St. Leuis, 
because he is in the Veiled Proph- 
et's den in “far away Cathay,” 
making masks and wigs for an- 
other parade. Of the 56 parades 
given since the advent of the Mys- 
terious Monarch in St. Louis, Fue. 
ger has made the masks and wigs 
for 55 of them in addition to the 
complete costumes worn in 19 of 
the parades. And for 19 years he 
made the coronation robe for the 
Veiled Prophet Queen and the cos- 
tumes for all the little pages, that 
add such an attractive note to the 
coronation festivities. 

How and where I crashed the 
mysterious portals of the Veiled 
Prophet’s den, I'll never tell. The 
wig maker, who has seen Veiled 
Prophet celebrations come and gu 
for more than half a century said 
this was the first time a newspaper 
woman had ever been inside the 
den, so he was somewhat reluctant 
|to discuss all the interesting things 
ihe has done. But we became friend- 
ily over a beautiful blonde wig. 
which he let me wear during the 
interview. 

If you are standing in a certain 
block on Olive street the night of 
the parade and beside you is a man 
of medium height, with keen blue 
eyes, a gray mustache, and a shock 
of silver gray hair that would put 
the best wig ever made to shame, 
and who has eyes only for the fig- 
ures on the floats—that man is An- 
‘drew Fueger.

Much of the hair used 
now comes from the Chinese, who 
in this country usually cut their 
queues. This hair is bleached and 
dyed and its coarse quality lends its 
self well in the making of wigs.

The masks come to 
him by the gross and are made 
over to represent certain char- 
acters. After he has painted the 
mask and perhaps added a new 
nose, the eyes are cut out and cov 
ered by fine copper wire, to pro- 
tect the wearer of the mask. The 
masks are all shellacked to insure 
their wear for two nights, for the 
crew appears the night after the 
parade in the Veiled Prophet's 
court at the ball. In many of the 
masks a light inner mask is worn 
especially if they are of a fragile 
type. 

A hundred and forty masks, ex- 
clusive of the horsemen, who ride 
ahead of the parade have been pre- 
pared for this year’s parade. Few- 
er women’s masks and wigs were 
made this year because of the sub- 
ject of the parade, “Great Adven- 
ture.” However, Fueger had just 
completed an elaborate red wig 
which will be worn by “Queen Eliza- 
beth,” on the Sir Francis Drake float. 
This wig was made from Chinese 
hair that had been bleached and 
dyed. It had been waved and 
curled and dressed with a gold and 
jeweled crown adding the finishing 
touch. All this work is done by 
Feuger in his work shop. Fueger 
is a stickler for authenticity. He 
Fas a wealth of information on 
art, history and the theater at his 
command and every mask and wig 
he makes is a faithful protrayal 
of each character. 

In discussing the Veiled Prophet 
parades Fueger said the one for

Prophet’s Den, 


the St. Louis World’s Fair, when 
“All Courts of the World,” were 
represented, was the most interest- 
ing and the most expensive. For 
this he made the costumes as well 
as the masks and wigs. 

For 18 years the Veiled Prophet 
and his crew arrived on a boat 
but this was changed in 1888 when 
all the costumes and wigs were 
ruined by a great volume of smoke 
just as the pageant steamed into 
harbor. 

In 55 years Fueger has seen one 
coronation of the Veiled Prophet 
Queen. When he provided her robe 
and the pages’ costumes he said 
he was too busy dressing the pages 
and keeping them dressed to get 
into the ballroom in time. 

Andrew Fueger has seen many 
changes in the parades during his 
55 years. He has seen purely his- 
torical pageants, elaborate  spec- 
tacles and during the war made all 
the masks and wigs, which were 
never used. The headdress of His 
Mysterious Majesty the Veiled Pro- 
phet has changed in the passing 
years from a heavy top with twist- 
ed wings to the latest model in 
crowns for a Veiled Prophet. 

“Every year I promise myself 
that this will be the last one,” said 
the veteran wig maker, “but when 
the time comes and I receive the 
command of His Mysterious Majes- 
ty I can only obey.” 

“In the meantime what do you 
do?” I asked. 

“Yl make wigs for pastime,” an- 
swered the Dean of Wig Makers.”

Knowledge of 


Cancer Needed 
By the Public 


Real Facts of Signs and 
Possible Cures Important 
to Everyone.

N ANCIENT medical literature 
| tow references to cancer can be 

found. There are two possible 
reasons for this—one is that cancer 
is a disease of the later ages of life, 
and in the old days of plagues and 
wars so few people lived to ripe 
ages that the disease was compara- 
tively rare. Another reason may be 
that means of curing cancer were 
unknown up to 65 years ago. 

Newspapers, until a few years 
ago, did not like to print the word 
cancer, and no wonder, when all it 
meant was the idea of a loathsome 
growth and a slow and painful 
death. But things have charged. 
One of the sure-fire newspaper sto- 
ries today is the announcement of 
the discovery of the cause of can- 
cer, or of a new cure for cancer. 


Unfortunately, all of these discov- 
eries are not genuine. The real facts 
about cancer are not dramatic, but 
they are important for everyone to 
know. The Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cancer urges that public ad- 
dresses by members of the medical 
profession acquaint the public with 
the early signs and possibilities of 
cure. The Bureau of Health and 
Public Instruction of the American 
Medical Association issues a num- 
ber of pamphlets designed for the 
same purpose. Newspapers are 
urged to take part in the campaign 
as a public duty. 


The steps which have advanced 
our knowledge so that the outlook is 
so much more hopeful are four. 


Th first came with the applica- 
tion of the microscope to the study 
of diseased tissue. In 1858 Virchow, 
the German pathologist, published 
his treatise on the changes in Lody 
cells in disease, called “Celiular 
Pathology.” 

He found that under the micro- 
scope the various kinds of new 
growth showed quite charactevistic 


cell arrangements-~so characteristic 
| that they can be recognized for di- 
|agnostic purposes. Also, that there 
| were stages in the developmeat of 
these growths, and in the early 
stages a cancer is so small and cir- 
cumscribed that removal at that 
time will prevent its recurrence 

The second step came with the 
perfection of aseptic surgery by Lis- 
ter, the Englishman, 10 years after 
the publication of Virchow’s book. 

Soon after the discovery of the 
X-rays in 1895 by Roentgen, the 
German, it was found that these 
rays would destroy living body cells. 
And that by modifying the strength 
of the current the destructive ac- 
tion could be modified from that of 
a superficial scorch to that of a 
deep burn. Furthermore, the action 
of the ray is selective; it destroys 
first young and _ undifferentiated 
cells, which is what cancer cells are. 
This was another weapon, and our 
third step in the conquest of cancer. 

Lastly, when, in 1898, radium was 
‘separated by the French scientists 
'Becquerel and M. and Mme. Curie, 
it was found to have the same prop- 
erties as the X-ray, and to lend it- 
self to more serviceable application, 
in destroying cancerous tissue.
